er and spanner. Pegs alone are re- 
quired and for the 1,012 pieces, 296 
pegs will be sufficient to put the 10 
tons of furniture together. 

Travelling by sea to Beirut, the 
furniture will be transported by lor- 
ries over 600 miles of arid desert 
through Syria and Iraq to Habbani- 
yeh, where it will be assembled into 
214 complete pieces of furniture to be 
used to furnish 21 bedrooms as well 
as lounges, dining-room and writing 
room. 

It is anticipated that the journey 
will take from 25 to 30 days. 

The furniture is constructed entire- 
ly of Burmese teak, a tough hardwood 
used largely in humid climates, and 
resistant to the attack of ants. The 
mirror will be backed with lead, to 
protect the silvering from damp. 

All the curtains, bed spreads and 
chair covers have been specially wov- 
en in England to an original design in 
‘a cool shade of green. Carpets will 
be supplied locally. 

The resthouse, when ready for oc- 
cupation at the end of this month, 
should be outstanding as one of the 
j;most modern and well-equipped build- 
ings in Iraq. 

Its attractions have already = ap- 
Jpealed to several local English resi- 
dents who have applied to Imperial 
Airways for accommodation for them- 
selves and their wives. 

Another resthouse rapidly nearing 
completion on the same route is that 
at Bahrein. ‘As opposed to the Hab- 
baniyeh resthouse, this will be furn- 
ished entirely from India.
